The differ- 
enco is enough to prevent long-dis- 
tanco forgery. At the sauiH time 
the copy at the other end Is so near- 
ly like what ycu write, that for all 
ordinary purposes it is your hand- 
writing. " 

Several specimens of copy, when 
compared with the origit.i/i, show- 
ed a slight waviness oi line as the 
only distinction. One could come 
much nearer telling the reproduc- 
tion ot a friend's voice by the per- 
fected phonograph from the voice 
itself than he could a tel-aatograph- 
io copy uf the same friend's hand- 
writing from his true fist.

iied Professor Gray, "at once to su- 
persede the telephone where accu- 
racy is required and over long dis- 
tancei: It will also be taken up 
i:nui(diately is an adjunct to the 
telegraph in the transmission of 
messagee involving monetary trans- 
actions.

as jurors or if you don't you ought 
to. The reason many a man es- 
capes from punishment is either be- 
cause his neighbors or fellow-towns- 
men shrink from eufo'cing the law, 
or because they shirk jury .iuty and 
compel the courts to proceed to trial 
with juries made up of indifferent 
material. The law is all right, 
but the juries frequently are not, 
and we, the people, are to blame for 
that. We fril to do our duty, and 
then try to make the law a scape- 
goat. This is neither fair nor hon- 
est. 

There is tor) much loose and wild 
talk about the I.i.'. Liuint; a failure, 
nowadays. If the taw is a failun 
civilization is a failure, our institu- 
tions are a failure, and the sooner 
we relapse itiio the primitive state 
ot barbarism from which ouf ances- 
tors emerged the better. The law 
is not a failure, bui many of us Are 
failures a8 citiiens. Society rests 
upon the interests its members take 
in its preservation. Thai Interest 
t"rnied patriotism oi' public spirit. 
The more of it there is in a com- 
munity Ihe lesa talk there will be 
about the law failing to ptihlih 
criminals.

FACTS ABOUT SNAIIA 



Sometblnf Uka 90.000 pounds of 
snails are sent up daily to tbe Parle 
markets from the gardens of Pottou, 
Burfnindy, Champagne and Provence, 
where they are specially reared for the 
purpose, the natural delicate flavor ot 
their flesh being improved by feeding 
them on beds of aromatic herbs. It Is 
not merely, however, as a delicacy that 
snails are so generally appreciated in 
Franco. Tbey also take very high rank 
aa a nutritiotts food, aad from the ttma 
uf tho undent Bomaaa downward tava 
been regarded M exoolleBtUt<eaaaainp- 
tioa aad "woakaoea** ot tha cheat Ac 
oordtnjr to FBjme thegr oontala aoTenty 
per oent. «f water. oUteeo per eont. of 
nitrogen, one per oent of fat, two per 
cent, ot aalta and Ave per cent ot uu' 
determined matter. 

Dr. Ebrard. a French authority, who 
has made the snail his special study, 
declares that the weight of meat rep- 
resented by the snails sold amounts to 
that fuund on cutting up a whole flock 
of cnlvi's and young heifers. He esti- 
mates the monthly consumption of 
snails in Paris at half a mllliun. The 
market price uf the great vineyard 
anaila is from two francs fifty oentlmea 
to three francs fifty centimes per 100. 
whUa those from the hedgea, woods 
and forests bring only two franoa to 
o franca flfty oentlmea. Tha pro- 
prietor otone analUery la the vtelntty 
of DijoB is aald to net over 7,000 tauios 
niintially. 

The anail la rearad aad fattened with 
great oare in wme oaatoaa et Switaer- 
land aa aa artiole of luxury and la as 
ported in apleUed atate. It ia alao 

eaten oa a relish and nutritious article 
of food in Austria. Spain. Italy and in 
soma lectioM of the United States. 
Hia Aahanteea and other African tribes 
smoke them and eat them as daily food 
all the year round. _ 

In Altrorlaintho markets large heaps 
of snails are sold by the bushel and th 
hundred as an article of food. Venders 
hawk them in the streots of Culrn. In 
modern Home fresh-gathered snails are 
hawked by women from door to door, 
and the housewives serve them either 
boiled in their shells, or stewed or fried 
in oil. It is a oummon sight to see in an 
Italian city the people gathered around 
a number of basketa filled with anails. 
waiting tor them to be thrown into a 
large Iron pot auapendad over a fire 
made between four atonea. Herba and 
love apples (tomatoea) are added, and 
when done tho broth ia retailed to the 
expectant byatandera. As the eook 
ladles out the savory ooncootion, she 
or ho gives utterance to trade criee. 
Altogether the scene to an American 
Is quite suggestive of the colored hawk- 
era of "hoi corn," "hot corn. — Prof. 
OluUgnitr. in Mediral Classics. 

BONANZA FARMINQ. 

What a RKporter Hmm on the Oroal 
Qrandln Farm at Dakota. 

I'be big (irandin wheat farm In 
Dakota comprises alxiut 4(I.00<J acres, 
of which 1.'I,IX>.1 «]•« under cultivation. 
11,000 nores being sown to wheat 
There are used ou the farm -t,') gang 
plows, two plows In gang, each oiittlnt; 
U to I.» inches. There are 4.< gang 
liamtws. 'I'heso ai*e G feet Hijuare, but 
are arruneed toj^ether side by side to 
work '-'4 feet wide. Orii, long evenor 
draws Mii' four with a pair of mules 
near tiacli end. One man drives both 
toams. The odvantagu of this system 
is worthy of notioa by other fhrmers. 
It reduoes the number ot men usually 
required by one-half. There are forty 
(our broadcast sowers, sowing eight 
feet eaeb, but two ot these am attached 
end to end with a span of mulee before 
each, and one man driven both spans, 
another saving uf half the man force. 
There are sixty-flve self-binding har- 
vesters employed on the place. Modern 
improvements have so perfected theso 
tliat only one expert is requln^d for 
the whole, esi)eoiBlly since the e.x- 
perieneed workmen ontlio nuu'hitio are 
kept from year to year, and they are 
able to attend to any little repairs. The 
hurvpst<^r8ui'edrnwn by three mules and 
one and one-half to two men are re- 
quired to shock the bundles from each 
machine. The thrashers, of which 
there nre six, are quite extensive affairs 
compared with thoseof former times 01 
with those ot the flails or the animals 
oil tbe thrashing floor of our boyhood. 
Each one of these machines, driven by 
steam power, thrashes out from 1,900 
to 2,000 bushels a day. They are set 
down in the center of a hundred acres 
of shocks and when these are thrashe<l 
are moved to tho center of another 
hundred ae.ros. Tho working force on 
n sini^lo thrasher forms quite a little 
array. Thus, there is, llrst, tho general 
superintendent, eight bundle toams to 
hnul tho shocks, with eight drivere 
and ei;,'lit other men, part in the field 
and part at tho machine as pitchers 
and iinloaders. At tho machine two 
men aro required simply to cut tho 
baud. There uro three (eedera, two at 
work and an alternate. Then there 
are the engineer, the fireman, the 
waterman, the "straw-buokar," who 
wtth two mules and a pole removes the 
straw aooumulating before the ma- 
chine, a bam man to oare for the ani- 
mals, and the cook and his assistant. 
Tho wheat is received into wooden 
tanks holding 100 bushels each, and 
four men with four wagons drawn by 
four mules each, one tank wagon at 
the maehlne and three on tho roaji, 
take tho wheat to the elevatorn. This 
saves bag and hag-ging. It will thus 
bo seen that there Is a force of thirty 
men employed to run a single machine.

The new Italian criminal coda just 
Voted tha Legislature, among other im- 
portant reforms, abolishes capital pun- 
ishmont That part of tha report of 
•igaor ZaaardalU. the MinlstMr of Jus- 
Uoa, which daaU with this sublect, oon- 
taias so«« tatarastlng statistles as to 
As eaforoement ot the death penalty 
'a the various States of Europe. Capi- 
M punislimiit was abolished in Tus* 
saay in 1859. in Rumania in 1864. In 
f ortugal In 1867, (there had been no 
execution since 184.S), in Holland in 
1670 (the last execution was In 1860); 
and It has been abolished in seventeen 
out of tho twenty-one cantons ot Swit- 
serlaud, though in one of the seventeen 
it has boon re-established. In Italy 
there has been no execution since 1877. 
With regard to these countries which 
still retain the death penalty upon 
thetr statute books, in Bulgiuai there 
has been no execution since 1863. In 
PruMia, out ot 608 death-sentences pro- 
nounced between the yeara 1870 and 
1880, only- in one case — thatofllodol 
—was the sentenoe carried out; In Baden 
of S8 and in Wurtemburg of SO such 
sentences only ono iu each case was 
carried out; in Bavaria out of 184 pris- 
oners condemned seven only were exe- 
cuted, and in Saxony in the aome pe- 
riod of eleven years there was no execu- 
tion. In Sweden only four death-sen- 
tences out of '-'1 weie eaiiiisl out. In 
France hc'tvveeii the jcai>> ll^iill and IH.St) 
the dentil sentences I'xeetited fell fieni 
(>i to 26 per r«nt. , and from l*iHO to 
1884 to 16 percent In Austria tlie per- 
centage foil from 16 in 18C9 to 3 in 
1884. In England only have death sen- 
tencea been carried Into effoot In 
aay degree approaching to oerlainty.
